Concerning message 114, 
he said he was doing the best he could and that he was following 
instructiOuD "hich were given him in Germany as to the preparation 
of these reports. 

He asked FEHSE as to what the source of the three documents 
was, and he said that they were from friends of his. He asked him if 
he had any definite information about EICHENIAUB and his radio con- 
nections. FEHSE said he was going to see EICHENIAUB that same night 
and was trying to find out how far things had progressed with that 
crowd. He asked FEHSE again about HEUEER. FEHSE said that he did not 
go near him any more. Then he said that he had to tell him, SEBOLD, 
something. He said that there is a man by the name of BLANK, who is 
employed as a sort of manager in WESTEEMAN • S BOOKSTORE, 48th Street 
and Fifth Avenue. He said that this man BLANK gave him the above 
mentioned three documents. He said that the letter addressed to Mr. 
BLANK had been mailed to BLAI'JK and that the pamphlet, namely, item 
number three, was found by BLAM in some books belonging to a Jewish 
fellow .
